After an 18-month selection 
process, the city announced 
Wednesday it has chosen 
TransEd Partners as its con¬ 
tractor for the $1.8-million Val¬ 
ley Line LRT. 

TransEd is a consortium that 
includes train giant Bombar¬ 
dier, Fengate Capital Manage¬ 
ment, Bechtel and Ellis-Don. 

The consortium will design 
and build the line to run be¬ 
tween Mill Woods and down¬ 
town, but will also operate 
and maintain it for the next 
30 years after its opening, ex¬ 
pected in 2020. 

That’s because in 2012 city 
council decided to build the 


Valley Line as a private-public 
partnership, or P3. “P3 allows 
us to transfer risk back to the 
proponent of the private sec¬ 
tor,” acting city manager Linda 
Cochran said at the announce¬ 
ment. 

Under the P3 agreement, Ed¬ 
monton can withhold payment 
to TransEd until it delivers, 
which insulates the city from 
delays, which it knows too well 
after opening the Metro Line, 
at a compromised speed, 16 
months late. 

Chochrane said the selection 
process was “robust,” and the 
rigour used in vetting TransEd 
and two other proponents was 
“applauded” by an independent 
LRT governance board, which 
oversaw it. 

Don Hickey, vice chair of 
that board, said he’s “confi¬ 
dent this project has been well 
managed and will deliver on 
its promise to Edmontonians.” 

Cochrane said the evalua¬ 
tion focused on experience in 
the design, construction, oper¬ 
ation, and maintenance of LRT 
systems, as well as finances.

Alberta politicians recall

Alberta politicians laughed 
through their tears Wednes¬ 
day as Progressive Con¬ 
servative leader Ric Mclver 
recounted stories about his 
colleague Manmeet Bhullar. 

Mclver told the house 
that Bhullar, who was 35, 
loved to joke with fellow 
MLA Sandra Jansen that he 
grew up watching her as a 
Calgary TV anchor, and in 
caucus often asked her to 
sing her station's promo¬ 
tional jingle. 

"He always wanted her 
to sing the Channel 2 and 7 
theme song," said Mclver. 

"She has now admitted 
that she never had the heart 
to confess to him that she 
didn't know all the words." 

He says Bhullar — who 
sported a thick, black beard 
— would tease caucus 
mate Richard Starke that 
his moustache couldn't 
match Bhullar's facial hair at 
age 12 . 

And he said Grande 
Prairie-Wapiti PC Wayne 
Drysdale will never forget 
standing beside the barrel¬ 
chested Bhullar in the 
house and listening to him 
belt out Canada's national 
anthem loudly, proudly, and 
ear-piercingly off key. 

"(Drysdale) says Manny 
was great at many things. 
Singing was not one of 
those things," said Mclver. 

All party leaders paid 
tribute in the house to Bhul¬ 
lar, the member for Calgary 
Greenway, who was killed 
on Monday in a traffic ac¬ 
cident. 

"One of our family 
members is missing and 
is missed," Mclver told the 
assembly, as many on both 
sides of the house dabbed 
their eyes with tissues or 
fought back tears. 

"His death on Monday 
has left us heartbroken."

The city continues to review 
its transit-failure communi¬ 


cation strategy after an LRT 
breakdown last Wednesday 
left Oilers fans stranded and 
confused at Coliseum station. 

“Fundamentally, we are 
still trying to investigate what 
caused the power failure (that 
stopped the trains),” acting city 
manager Linda Cochrane said 
Wednesday. “But more import¬ 
antly, we are concerned about 
how we communicated that, 
and we think we can do better.” 

Around 9:40 p.m., the LRT 
system was shut down and

people leaving the Oiler’s game 
had no idea — and waited for 
trains that wouldn’t come. 

Initially, the station inter¬ 
com didn’t offer any notice of 
the delay. 


“I don’t think we did the 
best job we could have of let¬ 
ting people know what the 
alternatives were,” Cochrane 
said, adding that it’s about 
more than what’s broadcast 
over the speakers. 

“It’s about our after-hours 
communication protocols (and) 
having people at key points 
along the way to redirect folks, 
to give them a hand, to help 
them look at what their options 
are... we need to step up our 
game in that regard.” 


REFUGEE FUND 

$ 10,000 
raised in 
one day 

The Edmonton Mennonite Cen¬ 
tre for Newcomers is shocked 
that a crowdfunding campaign 
for a Syrian refugee fund ex¬ 
ceeded its goal in less than 24 
hours. 

“The public outpour of sup¬ 
port for the work we do, and to 
welcome refugees to Edmonton, 
has been inspirational,” said the 
centre’s executive director, Erick 
Ambtman. 

“I’m awestruck to be a part 
of this community.” 

The centre’s goal was to raise 
$10,000 over two months. It ex¬ 
ceeded its target in a day. 

The money is needed to pay 
unexpected costs for govern¬ 
ment and privately-sponsored 
refugees — things like damage 
deposits, transportation expens¬ 
es and winter clothing. 

Ambtman said the money 
raised will “regularly be chipped 
away at” for those purposes, but 
raising more than $11,000 in 
one day has him confident the 
centre can raise more and hire 
an employee to help with the 
settlement process. 

“We will be hiring someone to 
support refugees, basically from 
the airport, making that con¬ 
nection, to making sure (they) 
get into programs they need, 
like language programs, mak¬ 
ing all those connections for 
them,” he said. 

Ambtman said the generos¬ 
ity of Edmontonians and the 
federal government’s extension 
of the timeline for resettling 
refugees were both “veiy pleas¬ 
ant shocks.” 

He said groups now have 
more time to prepare and iden¬ 
tify more options for affordable 
housing — and he’s optimistic 
it all equals a successful wel¬ 
coming. 

“When there is this much 
kindness, generosity and good 
will in the community... (it will)

A new city-wide campaign 
is urging you to think twice 
before sharing a nude photo 
of someone else. 

Sharing intimate photos 
of someone without their 
consent is illegal, a message 
the Sexual Assault Voices of 
Edmonton (SAVEdmonton) is 
looking to spread through a 
new poster campaign called 
“Without consent, it’s not 
sent,” launched Wednesday. 

The campaign encourages 
youth and young adults who 
may have received intimate 
photos of someone without 
their consent to delete them. 

Intimate images include 
those in which someone is 
nude, where genitals are ex¬ 
posed or where someone is 
engaged in sexual activity. 

“Most people... aren’t 
aware that sharing intim¬ 
ate photos without consent 
is against the law,” Cristina 
Stasia, SAVEdmonton chair¬ 
woman said. 

“A big part of our campaign 
is that education. People

pass on these photos think¬ 
ing there’s no repercussions. 
It’s a problem everywhere.” 

SAVEdmonton is a coali¬ 
tion between the Edmonton 
Police Service, Responsible 
Hospitality Edmonton, the 
Sexual Assault Centre of Ed¬ 
monton, the University of 
Alberta Sexual Assault Centre 
and the Canadian Red Cross. 

Campaign posters will be 
in every Edmonton public 
school, as well as every Ed¬ 
monton Catholic junior and 
senior high school. They will 
also be placed in bars and on 
city transit. 

School resource officer 
Staff Sgt. Em Chan said 
sharing intimate images is 
an issue he has seen in Ed¬ 
monton schools, though no 
formal charges have been laid 
at the level of school resource 
officers. 

“It happens,” he said. 
“We’re not out there to crim¬ 
inalize young people, but if 
we can remind them that it 
is against the law to make, 
possess or distribute these 
types of images, then that’s 
a wake-up call for a lot of 
them.” 

For victims of intimate 
photo sharing, Stasia said 
she also hopes the cam¬ 
paign makes it clear there 
are resources available to 
help them. 

“We hope it lets them know 
there are people who take this 
seriously,” Stasia said. 

“They can go to teachers, 
they can go to their school 
resource officers, they can 
go to the cops. People are on 
their side and will help them 
fight this.”

Bust at family home

Drugs, cash, 
loaded guns 
and six kids in 
the house 

A slew of drugs, cash and loaded 
handguns were seized recently 
from an Edmonton home with 
six children, a situation police say 
was a tragedy waiting to happen. 

The two-month investigation 
into drug trafficking culminated 
when officers with the Alberta 
Law Enforcement Response Team 
(ALERT) raided two homes in St. 


Albert and Edmonton on Nov. 
20. They found nearly $60,000 
in drugs and cash, along with 
the weapons. 

The children living in the west 
Edmonton home were between 
the ages of five and 14, and the 
guns were not secured proper¬ 
ly, Staff Sgt. Darren Feist said. 
Numerous child endangerment 
and child abandonment charges 
have been laid. 

“One of them, the clip was 
just outside the gun in the house 
where the children were,” Feist 
said. “Four of those firearms 
were improperly stored, easily 
accessible by the children. A large 
quantity of the drugs that were

seized were also within grasp of 
the children. 

“You’re talking very young 
children who have no real com¬ 
prehension of the effects of the 
firearms or narcotics themselves.” 


Between the two homes, police 
found 334 grams of cocaine, 200 
ecstasy pills, 113 grams of mari¬ 
juana, a stun gun and $20,550 
in cash. 

Police are not identifying the 
two people arrested in the oper¬ 
ation to protect the identity of the 
children, but one is a 39-year-old 
Edmonton man who faces 40 traf¬ 
ficking and child endangerment 
charges in total. The children’s 
30-year-old mother is also facing 
charges. 

Both appeared in court on 
Tuesday. The man has been held 
without bail and will make an¬ 
other appearance on Friday, an-

An Edmonton website develop¬ 
er is combining his interest 
in municipal politics and the 
city’s Open Data Catalogue. 

Troy Pavlek created yegvotes. 
info to help residents track 
their city councillors’ votes. 
He said he wanted something 
that would help people dig into 
city politics without having to 
become political junkies. 

“I made a site that allows 
you to go as deep as you like, to 
understand what council does 
and how they vote,” he said. 

The site uses the open data 
catalogue to track every council 
vote. Users can check votes on 
a given issue, or see everything 
a councillor has voted for and 
against — and even check their 
attendance. 


Pavlek said he’s interested 
in the Uber debate and was 
frustrated that media cover¬ 
age made it appear council was 
unified on the issue. 

“All these papers were por¬ 
traying council as a single en¬ 
tity,” he said. “There are 12 
councillors and a mayor, and I 
didn’t understand if my coun¬ 


cillor, Mike Nickel, was for or 
against it.” 

After several split votes on 
amendments when it was last 
before council. Nickel did vote 
in favour of first reading on 
the proposed vehicle for hire 
bylaw before council. 

Coun. Andrew Knack said he 
sees the new site as another 


way for people to stay engaged. 

“It just helps give everyone 
a little more information,” he 
said. “The more you see pro¬ 
jects like this, the more it justi¬ 
fies why the city is so invested 
(in open data) and why we have 
a whole strategy around that.”

Startup Edmonton’s co-found¬ 
er is leaving an organization 
he helped launch, marking 
a new chapter for the city’s 
tech sector. 

Ken Bautista, former CEO of 
Startup Edmonton and direc¬ 
tor of entrepreneurship at the 
Edmonton Economic Develop¬ 
ment Corporation (EEDC), has 
resigned from both posts. 

While it’s hard to leave, he 
said, it’s time for the initiative 
to move on. 

“You bring it to a point 
where it needs to grow on be¬ 
yond you,” he said. 

Bautista said that as much 
fun as it has been to help shep¬ 
herd new tech companies, he 
wants to work on his own pro¬ 
jects. 


“I had a couple of companies 
before, and you sort of want 
the challenge of building some¬ 
thing.” 

He said the tech scene in the 
city is attracting major invest¬ 


ors and formerly small startups 
are becoming big players. 

Startup became a part of the 
city, through the EEDC, in 2014. 

At the start of the linkage, 
Bautista said, he and others 


were hopeful they would keep 
their ethos and inject it into 
the bigger organization. 

“The challenge is being able 
to move like a startup; main¬ 
taining that identity and cul¬ 


ture is hard when you move 
into a bigger culture,” he said. 

He said that’s happening and 
he hopes that going forward 
Startup maintains its identity.

it moving forward is ... keep¬ 
ing focus on still being that 
core platform for community 
building,” he said.

“He’s been evangelizing the 
importance of startups and the 
startup community at a time 
when we, as a province and 
as a city, must continuously 
diversify the economy,” he said. 

Ferguson said he sees Startup 
as continuing on the path it’s 
on and even hopes to replace 
Bautista from within the or¬ 
ganization or within the com¬ 
munity. 

“I don’t see a different vision. 
It’s part of a community and 
it’s a huge enabler of a com¬ 
munity,” he said. “It’s part of 
an ecosystem.

HOMICIDE 

Mass killings spike ’14 data

Alberta had the second-highest 
homicide rate in the country 
in 2014, according to new data 
from Statistics Canada. 

Despite a 15 per cent de¬ 
crease, Manitoba remained 
the province with the highest 
homicide rate for the eighth 
year in a row. 

Alberta reported 22 more 


homicides compared to 2013. 
There were two mass murders 
in Alberta in 2014 — one each 
in Edmonton and Calgaiy. 

The 2014 edition marks the 
first time the survey includes 
complete police-reported data 
on indigenous victims and those 
accused of homicide. 

In total, there were 516 homi¬ 
cides in Canada in 2014, four 
more than in the previous year. 

Homicide rates across Can¬ 
ada in 2013 and 2014 were the 
lowest since 1966.

No vow on Athabasca move

Alberta Union of Public Em¬ 
ployees vice-president Mike 
Dempsey presented Sigurdson 
with the petition, signed by 
nearly 900 people, calling for 
her to make a firm commit¬ 
ment to keeping the school 
in the community. 


Dempsey said there would 
be huge ripple effects if Atha¬ 
basca University moves. 

“It’s not just for our employ¬ 
ees there; it’s also for the com¬ 
munity itself. It’s the largest 
employer in the community 
of Athabasca,” he said. “This 
would be devastating news for 
the town of Athabasca.” 

He said the union is glad the 
minister supports the idea but 
wants a firm commitment. 

“We would like to see some¬ 
thing in writing.”

Notley’s new 
emissions plan 
owes much to 
former premier 

Alberta’s new climate change 
policy is partly rooted in a ser¬ 
ies of low-profile dinner meet¬ 
ings that took place well be¬ 
fore the election of Premier 
Rachel Notley and her fellow 
New Democrats. 

In 2014, the province’s en¬ 
vironmental reputation was 
creating increasing resistance 
to its energy products and the 
Progressive Conservative gov¬ 
ernment of the day, led by Jim 
Prentice, had made it clear that 
something had to happen, said 
Chris Severson-Balcer of the 
Pembina Institute. 

“He actually started talking 
about climate change in a dif¬ 
ferent way,” said Severson-Balcer 
of the clean energy think-tank. 

Prentice “opened a space.” 

People on different sides of 
the fence started getting togeth¬ 
er for dinner. Environmental¬ 


ists behind some of the loudest 
anti-oilsands campaigns met 
with executives behind some 
of the largest oilsands expan¬ 
sions, just to talk. 

“We weren’t even speaking 
the same language,” recalled 
Cenovus spokesman Brett Har¬ 
ris. “You’ve got to learn to speak 
the same language. It’s a matter 


of moving from that environ¬ 
ment of conflict to that of co¬ 
operation.” 

“It was testy,” Severson- 
Balcer said. “There were a lot of 
things that pushed each others’ 
buttons ... (but) the result of 
them was that people start¬ 
ed to understand each other’s 
point of view.” 


The talks got more intense 
when the New Democrats came 
to power last spring with a 
promise to address climate 
change. 

Dinners evolved into meet¬ 
ings between technical experts. 
Issues were thrashed out. 

The hardest topic was emis¬ 
sion levels.

“The whole notion that emis¬ 
sions would rise before they 
peaked was really hard for (en¬ 
vironmental groups),” Severson- 
Balcer said. 

Industry fought any sort 
of emissions cap, fearing 
that would strand projects al¬ 
ready under construction. The 
100-megatonne limit agreed on 
was big enough to allow those 
projects to proceed, but low 
enough to force future develop¬ 
ment to find ways to radically 
reduce emissions. 

“(Environmentalists) recog¬ 
nized that it’s going to be veiy, 
veiy hard for the government 
of Alberta to put in place poli¬ 
cies that would actually result 
in projects that are under con¬ 
struction today never going 
into production,” Severson- 
Balcer said.

Province promises to 
pursue energy efficiency 

Alberta continues to be the 
only jurisdiction in Can¬ 
ada or the U.S. without an 
energy efficiency program, 
despite years of advice that 
even a basic policy would 
create jobs, reduce utility 
bills and cut greenhouse 
gas emissions. 

Alberta Environment 
Minister Shannon Phil¬ 
lips said that will change 
in the new year as part of 
the NDP government's cli¬ 
mate change plan, which 
includes a broad-based 
carbon tax that kicks in in 
2017. 

Phillips said in the com¬ 
ing weeks the province will 
announce details of a new 
agency that is to come up 
with energy efficiency in¬ 
centives. 

"By the time that budget 
2016-2017 rolls around we 
will have a sense of the 
costs, and second, of all 
the delivery mechanisms 
and the policy design." 

Phillips said the program 
will aim to reduce energy 
consumption by home-

City councillors have an op¬ 
portunity to support a plan to 
make the city’s snow and ice 
control budget better reflect 
actual spending during their 
deliberations Friday. 

In each of the past four 
years, winter road mainten¬ 
ance expenditures have ex¬ 
ceeded what was allocated in 
the budget by an average of 
37 per cent. 

In 2014, the city went more 
than $19 million over its $54 
million winter road mainten¬ 
ance budget. 

In the past, the shortfalls 
have been addressed by draw¬ 
ing on the financial stabiliza¬ 
tion reserve. 

But Eduardo Sosa, director 
of roadway maintenance, said 
changing where that money 
comes from between 2016 
and 2018 would be strictly a 
“financial exercise,” and won’t 
affect service levels. 

Sosa explained that with 
snow removal, it’s one budget 
that’s at the mercy of nature. 

“My priority is to keep our 
roads safe, so if we have a 
bad year with a lot of snow 
storms, we can’t say, ‘Oh no, 
we’ve run out of money.’ So 


we keep going with our oper¬ 
ations,” he said. 

“If we need X amount, we 
get it.” 

The proposed operating 
budget council will see Fri¬ 
day includes an increase of 
nine per cent by 2018, com¬ 
pared to the 2015 approved 
snow and ice control budget. 

“The question in the report 
(for council) is saying, ‘Can we 
provide a plan so our budget 
reflects actual expenditures 
that have been appearing?”’ 
Sosa said.

Trudeau was right 
to delay: Experts

Strictly speaking, the Liberal 
government’s plan to bring 
in 10,000 Syrian refugees by 
Dec. 31 and another 15,000 by 
March — rather than all 25,000 
by end of year — is Prime Minis¬ 
ter Justin Trudeau’s first broken 
promise. 

But the government’s de¬ 
cision to lightly tap 
the brakes on the re¬ 
settlement process is 
being lauded by ex¬ 
perts who implored 
them to take a bit 
more time to do it 
right. 

“It would have 
been very prob¬ 
lematic if they had 
stuck to the Dec. 31 
deadline at all costs,” 
said James Milner, a 
professor at Carleton 
University and former consult¬ 
ant with the UN High Commis¬ 
sioner for Refugees. 


“On balance, there’s a real 
sigh of relief that the deadline 
has been extended.” 

The outcry for more time 
was among Immigration Minis¬ 
ter John McCallum’s messages 
when he announced the plan. 

“I’ve heard Canadians 
across this country saying 
yes, you have to do it right, 
and if it takes a little bit long¬ 
er to do it right then take 
the extra time,” he said. 

The Liberal platform said 
it would “expand 
Canada’s intake of 
refugees from Syria 
by 25,000 through 
immediate govern¬ 
ment sponsorship.” 

However, the 
refugees here by 
the end of Feb¬ 
ruary will also 
include privately 
sponsored ones, not 
just government-as¬ 
sisted as the plat¬ 
form promised. 

But McCallum said govern¬ 
ment-sponsored refugees would 
continue to arrive.

MENTAL HEALTH 

Many refugees are 
plagued by PTSD 


Dr. Morton Beiser, a psychiat¬ 
ric epidemiologist from St. Mi¬ 
chael’s Hospital in Toronto, says 
research indicates up to 20 to 
50 per cent of refugee children 
suffer from PTSD, while 10 to 15 
per cent of adults are affected. 

“I don’t think that we are suf¬ 
ficiently equipped yet to deal 
with that,” Beiser said. “It is 
important that we develop re¬ 
sources quickly and effectively 
... We really have to get our act 
together.” 

Refugees who suffer from 
PTSD often relive their trauma, 
Beiser added. “Post-traumatic 


stress disorder ... is an awful 
disorder,” he said. 

“It is a disorder in which 
people experience horrible 
situations that they’ve been 
in, they’re back in the torture 
cell, they’re back being raped.” 

Mental health challenges 
for refugees also go far beyond 
PTSD, said Dr. Kwame McKenzie. 

The medical director for the 
Centre for Addiction and Men¬ 
tal Health says newcomers also 
face higher risks of developing 
substance abuse, depression and 
schizophrenia.

Staff at Canadian Forces bases 
across the country are counting 
beds and making tentative plans 
to house and feed thousands of 
Syrian refugees expected to ar¬ 
rive in the coming weeks. 

Capt. Evelyne Lemire, a 
spokeswoman at CFB Gagetown 
in New Brunswick, said they have 
not yet been told they will receive 
some of the 25,000 refugees the 
Canadian government has prom¬ 
ised to accept by February. 

But she said they have been 


asked to see how many they 
could accommodate at the 
sprawling base as part of what 
the military has dubbed Oper¬ 
ation Provision. 

“We’ve been asked to look at 
our options, our accommoda¬ 
tions and so on, like the num¬ 
bers,” she said from the base 
near Oromocto. 

“We’re ready to receive any 
Syrian refugees, if we’re called 
on to do that.” 

Lemire said the base at Gage- 
town is looking at everything 
from how to provide food and 
medical services to allocating 
space for religious practice for 
refugees from Turkey, Lebanon 
and Jordan. 

It’s expected that bases in Que¬ 
bec and Ontario will be called 
on first to provide interim lodg-

ing for refugees, with bases and 
wings in other provinces ex¬ 
pected to follow suit after the 
first wave of Syrians arrives. 

The Forces could be asked to 
temporarily accommodate up to 
13,000 refugees. 

The newly elected Liberal gov¬ 
ernment announced its plans 
Tuesday to resettle the refugees, 
saying it will miss by two months 
its initial deadline of Dec. 31 to 
bring 25,000 to Canada. 


The new target is to receive 
10,000 people by year’s end and 
the remainder in the first two 
months of 2016. 

Health and security screen¬ 
ing will take place overseas and 
then refugees will be flown to 
Toronto and Montreal, largely 
on chartered aircraft. 

From there, they will be 
spread across 36 different destina¬ 
tion cities, which already have 
resettlement programs in place. 

Temporary accommodation 
will be provided by the military, 
if required. 

The Forces have said they want 
to use empty beds and not dis¬ 
place military members, but may 
have to do some shuffling of 
personnel at bases in Valcartier, 
Que., and Edmonton.

Construction on road to reserve nears reality 


An isolated reserve under one of 
Canada’s longest boil-water advis¬ 
ories is one step closer to being 
connected to the outside world. 

The Manitoba government 
introduced a bill Wednesday that 
would give the province legal au¬ 
thority to help fund construction 
of a permanent road for Shoal 
Lake 40 First Nation. 

The reserve — on the Ontario- 
Manitoba boundaiy — was cut 
off from the mainland a cen- 
tuiy ago during construction of 
an aqueduct which sends fresh 


water to Winni¬ 
peg. It has no all- 
weather road and 
has been under a 
boil-water advis- 
oiy for 18 years. 

“It’s something 
that cannot be 
overlooked any 
longer,” said Ab¬ 
original Affairs Minister Eric 
Robinson, who introduced the 
bill. “The challenges faced by 
Shoal Lake 40 in terms of clean 
drinking water, the cost of living 


and all these other 
factors have to be 
considered.” 

The road is an 
important step 
toward reconcili¬ 
ation with First 
Nations, Robin¬ 
son said. 

Chief Erwin 
Redsky said his community is 
“veiy, very excited” about the 
prospect of finally having a 
permanent lifeline. The road 
would mean his reserve could 


start thinking about a water 
treatment plant and economic 
development, he said. 

“The road is so critical in all 
that. We can start catching up 
to the rest of society.” 

Robinson said Manitoba is pre¬ 
pared to kick in $10 million for 
the road’s construction, which 
he said would probably take two 
years to complete. Both the city 
of Winnipeg and Prime Minister 
Justin Tmdeau have promised to 
match that contribution. 
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We can start 
catching up to the 
rest of history.

Armed police meet 
returning students 


When Annelaure Leger 
dropped off her two children 
at school on Wednesday, it was 
like nearly every other day — 
except for the machine-gun- 
toting police officer. 

After a two-day school shut¬ 
down sparked by a threat alert 
across the Belgian capital, Brus¬ 
sels resident Leger was relieved 
classes were back in session. 

Though Brussels continues 
to be under the highest-level 
threat alert, meaning author¬ 
ities fear a serious and immin¬ 
ent attack, schools and subways 
began reopening across the city 
on Wednesday. The alert was 
first raised to the top level in 
the capital on Saturday. 

The terrorism threat level is 
expected to be in place until 
at least Monday unless there 
are significant developments, 
like the capturing of suspects 
linked to the Paris terrorist 
attacks on Nov. 13, who are

believed to be in Belgium. 

At Brussels’ College Saint- 
Jean-Berchmans, many parents 
had a word with school officials 
or the police officers guarding 
the entrance.

“It seems paradoxical to say 
(Brussels) is still at the highest 
threat level but it’s OK to open 
schools and subways,” said Neil 
Greenberg, a professor of men¬ 
tal health at King’s College Lon¬ 
don.

Militants say they 
were behind attack 


The body of a suspected suicide 
bomber was found at the scene 
of an attack on Tunisia’s presi¬ 
dential guard in Tunis as the 
Islamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant (ISIL) claimed respon¬ 
sibility Wednesday for the at¬ 
tack that left 13 people dead. 

Tuesday’s attack on a bus 
carrying Tunisia’s presidential 
guards involved about 10 kilo-

grams of militaiy explosives, 
the Interior Ministiy said. 

Tunisian authorities discov¬ 
ered the body of a 13th person 
in the bus, believed to be the 
“terrorist who caused the ex¬ 
plosion,” the Interior Ministry 
said in a statement Wednesday. 

A DNA analysis of the body is 
underway, the ministiy added. 

The government declared 
the blast a terrorist attack and 
imposed a 30-day nationwide 
state of emergency, with troops 
fanned out across the capital. 

ISIL issued a statement Wed¬ 
nesday, saying a militant it 
identified as Abu Abdullah al- 
Tunisi carried out the attack 
after infiltrating the bus and 
killing around 20 “apostates.”

Response 
to Turkey’s 
downing of 
Russian jet 

In a move raising the potential 
threat of a Russia-NATO con¬ 
flict, Russia said Wednesday 
it will deploy long-range air- 
defence missiles to its base in 
Syria and destroy targets that 
may threaten its warplanes 
following the downing of a 
Russian military jet by Turkey. 


The incident was the first 
time in 50 years that a NATO 
member shot down a Russian 
plane. If Russia responds by 
downing a Turkish plane, Tur¬ 
key could proclaim itself under 
attack and ask the alliance for 
military assistance. 

Most observers believe a 
direct military confrontation 
is unlikely, but the shooting 
down of the plane will fur¬ 
ther fuel the Syrian conflict 
and complicate international 
peace efforts. 

The situation is also alarm¬ 
ing because the Russian and 
Turkish presidents both pose 


as strong leaders and would 
be reluctant to back down and 
seek a compromise. 

The S-400 missiles, which 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin ordered sent to the He- 
meimeem air base in Syria’s 
province of Latalcia, just 50 
kilometres away from the bor¬ 
der with Turkey, are capable 
of striking targets within a 
400-kilometre range with dead¬ 
ly precision. The militaiy also 
moved the navy missile cruiser 
Moskva closer to the shore to 
help protect Russian warplanes 
with its long-range Fort air de¬

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Countries clash 
over natural gas 


RUSSIA-UKRAINE 

Kyiv also 
bars country’s 
planes from 
its airspace 

Tensions between Russia and 
Ukraine escalated Wednesday as 
Ukraine decided to stop buying 
Russian natural gas — hoping 
to rely on supplies from other 
countries — and closed its air¬ 
space to its eastern neighbour. 

Russia’s annexation of Cri¬ 
mea from Ukraine in March 
2014 and its support for sep¬ 
aratist rebels in the east has 
brought relations between the 
two countries to a post-Soviet 
low. Ukraine has since been 
trying to cut its dependence 
on Russian gas. 

Russia’s state-controlled gas 
company, Gazprom, said Wed¬ 
nesday that it stopped sending 
gas to Ukraine on Wednesday 
morning and will supply no more 
because Ukraine has not paid 
in advance for more deliveries. 

Ukraine said it was its own 
decision to stop buying gas 
from Russia after it was offered 
better prices by other European 


countries. Those other countries 
import gas from Russia but can 
pipe it back to Ukraine. 

Gazprom CEO Alexei Miller 
on Wednesday warned Ukraine 
and Europe of possible gas dis¬ 
ruptions following the cut-off. 
Russia uses Ukraine’s pipelines 
to transport part of its gas deliv¬ 
eries to other European coun¬ 
tries. 

Ukraine’s “refusal to buy 
Russian gas threatens a safe 
gas transit to Europe through 
Ukraine and gas supplies to 
Ukraine consumers in the com¬ 
ing winter,” Miller said. 

The Gazprom chief said 
Ukraine had been buying up 
gas to store for the coming win¬ 
ter in the past two months but

The stoppage comes less 
than two months after an 
EU-brokered deal ensured 
supplies through March 
2016. Russia lowered the 
price it charged Ukraine 
to what it charges neigh¬ 
bouring countries, from 
$251 US per 1,000 cubic 
meters to about $230 US.

claimed it was not enough to 
get it through the winter. 

On the other hand the Euro¬ 
pean Commission, the EU’s 
executive arm, which has been 
mediating the gas row between 
the sides, noted that Ukraine’s 
gas reserves are well stocked 
and that recent mild weather 
means that consumption has 
been below average. 

“We are not particularly con¬ 
cerned about the gas flows from 
Russia to Ukraine at the mo¬ 
ment,” said commission spokes¬ 
woman Anna-Kaisa Itlconen. 

Past gas disputes between 
Russia and Ukraine have led 
to cutoffs. A standoff in 2009 
caused serious disruptions in 
shipments to EU countries in 
the dead of winter. 

Ukrainian Prime Minister 
Arseny Yatsenyulc also 
announced that his govern¬ 
ment has decided to close the 
country’s airspace to all Rus¬ 
sian planes as “an issue of the 
national security as well as a 
response to Russia’s aggres¬ 
sive actions.’ 

Ukraine last month banned 
all Russian airlines from flying 
into Ukraine but Russian planes 
have been allowed to fly over 
its territoiy.

Resentment 
over footage of 
officer killing 
black teen 

The white officer who shot a 
black Chicago teen 16 times 
in October last year has been 
charged with murder and jailed. 

The graphic video of the slay¬ 
ing has been made public. And 
in the hours after the footage 
was released, protesters seemed 
to honour pleas for restraint. 

The question now is whether 
those efforts will be enough to 
address the simmering resent¬ 
ment that authorities took more 
than a year to share the footage 
and charge the officer who emp¬ 


tied an entire magazine into the 
teen even after he had cmmpled 
to the ground. 

City officials and community 
leaders had long braced for the 
release of the dash-cam video 
showing the death of 17-year-old 
Laquan McDonald, fearing the 
kind of turmoil that occurred 
in cities such as Baltimore and 
Ferguson, Mo., after young black 
men were slain by police or died 
in police custody. 

A judge ordered that the re¬ 
cording be made public by Wed¬ 
nesday. Moments before it was 
released, the mayor and the 
police chief urged protesters 
to stay calm. 

Mayor Rahm Emanuel said 
residents will “have to make 
an important judgment about 
our city and ourselves and go 
forward.” the associated press

Climate change taking its toll 
on Ugandan coffee farmers 


Luka Kinyere felt the wet, dark 
volcanic soil in his calloused 
palm, thankful for the rain that 
was falling again after a diy spell. 

Although the coffee plants 
in his plantation were turn¬ 
ing green, dry conditions had 
doomed his chances of turning 
a profit from this year’s second 
harvest. 

Here in the foothills of Ugan¬ 
da’s Rwenzori Mountains near 
the border with Congo, coffee is 
the lifeblood of many families, 
and men like the polygamous 
Kinyere need great coffee yields 
to run their households. 

But their success is threat- 


Despite recent challenges faced 
by Canada’s retail sector, ana¬ 
lysts have a rosy outlook for 
the looming holiday shopping 
season — particularly on Black 
Friday and Cyber Monday.

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As Justin Trudeau's 
government ponders how 
best to fulfil its commitment 


to a national inquiry into 
missing and murdered 
aboriginal women, the Quebec 
experience offers a few 
pointers. 


The release on Tuesday of the 
long-awaited report of the 
Quebec public inquiiy into 
corruption in the construction 
industry served as a timely 
reminder that it’s a rare com¬ 
mission that lives up to the 
expectations that preside over 
its creation. 

It did not formally blame a 
single elected or non-elected 
individual for the corruption 
and collusion that has run 
rampant in the province’s 
governance system. The com¬ 
mission sketched out patterns 
of systemic collusion in some 
details but failed or declined 
to connect the dots. 

Justice France Charbonneau 
and her co-commissioner, for¬ 
mer Quebec auditor general 
Renaud Lachance, could not 
even agree that an indirect 
link between illicit industry 
donations to the province’s 
political parties and the 
awarding of public works con¬ 
tracts had been established. 

As Justin Trudeau’s govern¬ 
ment ponders how to fulfil 
its commitment to a national 
inquiiy into missing and mur¬ 
dered aboriginal women, the 
Quebec experience offers a 
few pointers. 

That starts with a work¬ 
able mandate. The Charbon¬ 
neau commission has been 
compared to the decade-old in¬ 
quiry into the federal sponsor¬ 
ship program. But justice John 
Gomeiy’s work was focused 
on a single federal program. 
Charbonneau’s mandate was 
more open-ended. The con¬ 
struction industry interacts 
with Quebec politics at all lev¬ 
els of government. 

The line between an over¬ 
abundant choice of avenues 
and a lack of direction is a 
thin one. From the outside, 
the Charbonneau commission 
frequently looked like a rud¬ 
derless boat on an ocean-fish¬ 


ing expedition. 

Just prior to its year-end 
break in 2012, the inquiiy re¬ 
leased an extensive blue-rib¬ 
bon list of guests at a Montreal 
private club. The rationale for 
bringing up the list remains 
a mysteiy There are other 
examples of testimony of little 
apparent relevance to the final 
report. 

Gomeiy’s sponsorship in¬ 
quiiy heard from two (past 
and present) Liberal prime 
ministers. The Charbonneau 
commission — even as it 
deemed to explore political 
financing — called neither 
former Quebec premier Jean 
Charest nor any other provin¬ 
cial leader to testify at its pub¬ 
lic hearings. 

Then there are the perils of 
an elastic timeline. 

The Charbonneau inquiiy 
was set up in 2011. It was sub¬ 
sequently extended twice for 


a total of 25 months. Its four 
years of existence stretched 
over three Quebec govern¬ 
ments and as many premiers. 

With every extension, the 
impetus that had led to its 
launch seeped away. The repu¬ 
tations of some public person¬ 
alities were left twisting in the 
wind for months. 

Last year, former construc¬ 
tion magnate Tony Accurso 
threw a bombshell at the 
inquiiy hearings when he 
testified he had funnelled 
$250,000 to former Montreal 
police chief Jacques Duches- 
neau to pay off the debts ac¬ 
cumulated over the latter’s 
failed 1998 mayoral campaign. 

Accurso claimed he had a 
paper trail to document the 
payoff. But on Tuesday, the 
commission reported the 
promised proof never mater¬ 
ialized. That was after Duches- 
neau spent a year under the 


cloud of Accurso’s allegations. 

The Charbonneau commis¬ 
sion cost Quebec taxpayers 
$45 million. Its final report 
ran more than 1,700 pages. On 
Tuesday, Philippe Couillard’s 
government threw it out to 
the public with no advance 
lock-up to give media the op¬ 
portunity to take stock of its 
voluminous content and its 60 
recommendations. 

The predictable result was 
that much of the initial cover¬ 
age focused on the bright 
shiny object of the irreconcil¬ 
able difference of opinion be¬ 
tween the two commissioners 
as to the relationship between 
party financing and provincial 
public spending. Quebec’s rul¬ 
ing political class had a better 
day Tuesday than the com¬ 
mission that reported on the 
many failings on its watch. 

Ultimately, the Charbon¬ 
neau commission best ac¬ 
complished its mission on the 
front of public awareness. Its 
hearings vividly illustrated the 
toll corruption and collusion 
have taken on public services. 
And they did demonstrate that 
the problem was systemic. 
Time will tell whether those 
findings translate into a last¬ 
ing change in ethical culture. 

The upcoming federal in¬ 
quiiy into missing and mur¬ 
dered aboriginal women will 
also serve a public-education 
purpose and undoubtedly 
raise the profile of an issue 
that cries for more atten¬ 
tion. But based on Quebec’s 
just-completed inquiiy, care 
should be taken to ensure the 
exercise results in more than 
allowing a government to tick 
a sensitive item off its bucket 
list.

Make it easier to 
make things right for 
wrongfully convicted

Earlier this month, a funeral 
was held for Romeo Phillion. 
Romeo was 76. He spent 31 of 
those 76 years in prison for a 
murder he didn't commit. He 
was convicted despite both 
the police and the Crown 
having in their hands a police 
report confirming his alibi — 
a report they did not provide 
to his lawyer. 

Romeo was one of Can¬ 
ada's wrongly convicted: 
a victim of a "miscarriage 
of justice." People who are 
wrongly convicted have little 
hope of righting that wrong. 
They go to prison. Some¬ 
times, as in Phillion's case, for 
decades. Sometimes for the 
rest of their lives. 

That innocent people go to 
jail is something the un-jailed 
populace would prefer to 
believe doesn't happen. We 
would all like to believe that 
tales of wrongful convic¬ 
tions — populated as they are 
by dishonest cops, unreli¬ 
able evidence and mistaken 
witnesses — are the stuff 
of Hollywood melodrama. 
Who hasn't cringed at the 
innocent prisoner in The 
Shawshank Redemption, 
crawling through the sewer 
to get his freedom back? 

Canadian victims of 
wrongful convictions have to 
do another type of crawling 
— uphill, towards a review of 
their case by the minister of 
justice. These rare applica¬ 
tions are usually undertaken 
with the assistance of a 
volunteer group, such as 


the Innocence Project or the 
Association in Defence of the 
Wrongly Convicted (AID- 
WYC). It's grindingly slow and 
often made slower by author¬ 
ities in no hurry to produce 
information and documents. 
Faced with the possibility that 
an innocent person is in jail, 
many circle their wagons, 
providing only minimal co¬ 
operation. This is particularly 
disturbing when it turns out 
the application has merit. 

How to encourage the 
authorities to be more ac¬ 
commodating? Since their 
reluctance might be caused 
in part by fear of exposure 
to a lawsuit by the exoner¬ 
ated victim, the creation of 
a compensation fund in the 
nature of the already-existing 
Criminal Injuries Compen¬ 
sation Fund might reduce 
that concern. In addition, an 
overseeing authority, such 
as an ombudsman, could 
be authorized to supervise 
the application process, 
ensuring that information and 
documentation is produced 
on a timeline, and assist the 
applicant's advocates if they 
are stonewalled. 

In Romeo's case, it was 11 
years between the Inno¬ 
cence Project and AIDWYC 
accepting his case and the 
Ontario Court of Appeal 
overturning his conviction. It 
would have been much less 
had his advocates not had to 
wrestle with the authorities 
to obtain documents and 
information. And that, as the 
saying goes, is a crime.

Mumblecore has become a go-to 
term to describe a certain type of 
low-budget indie film noted for 
being all real talk and no action. 

Made popular by directors 
like the Duplass Brothers, the 
films follow the mundane lives 
of characters in their 20s or 30s, 
typically caught in some kind 
of juvenile freeze-frame, dis¬ 
satisfied with their lives, careers 
and relationships. Often there’s 
an unrequited romance to be 
resolved at the end of the two 
hours. 

If Sloane Crosley’s debut 
novel, The Clasp, was adapt¬ 
ed for film (which, Hollywood, 
take note, it should), it most 
likely would not be considered 
mumblecore. 

Though her characters navi¬ 
gate the same soul-crushing re¬ 
alities of early adulthood, Cros- 


ley has wrapped their stories 
around an old-fashioned caper 
that shakes them out of their 
navel-gazing reality and into a 
French countryside chateau. In 
the sharp ways that she deals 
with social issues like wealth 
and class, Crosley is a closer 
cousin to Oscar Wilde than Lena 
Dunham. 

The Clasp follows three 
30-somethings reunited at a 
posh university friend’s wed¬ 
ding. There’s sad Victor, who 
was just fired from a second- 
rate search engine tech com¬ 
pany; literaiy playboy Nathan¬ 
iel, tiying to make a living in 
Hollywood selling screenplays 
about fake superheroes; and 
beloved Kezia, who works for 
a tyrannical jewelleiy designer. 
After Victor is woken up by the 
mother of the groom after pass¬ 
ing out in her bed, she reveals 
to him a story about a valuable 
necklace stolen during the Nazi 
raids that may have been linked 
to Guy de Maupassant’s clas¬ 
sic heartbreak of a story, The 
Necklace. 

When the mother dies sud¬ 
denly, and her jewelleiy goes 
missing, the trio ends up in 
France, chasing each other, 
the necklace and some desire 
to change their lives.

Crosley, who gave up her long¬ 
time publishing job to write 
full-time, says her first love was 
fiction. She completed her first 
novel in college but the manu¬ 
script never made it veiy far. It 
was with her two collections 
of personal essays, I Was Told 
There’d Be Cake and How Did 
You Get This Number where she 
made her mark as a humorist in 
the vein of David Rakoff or David 
Sedaris. Both collections became 
New York Times bestsellers, with 
I Was Told There’d Be Cake op¬ 
tioned for an HBO series. 

Crosley’s 140-character zing- 
ers have also made her a favour¬ 


ite online, as have her book trail¬ 
ers, the latest of which stars 
Amanda Seyfried and her dog. 
(She had a cameo on Gossip Girl, 
to give a sense of her place with¬ 
in the New York literaiy scene.) 

The Clasp took five years to 
complete, a much longer stretch, 
Crosley says, than her non-fic¬ 
tion work. 

She moved around frequent¬ 
ly, retreating to friends’ homes 
to write. She used her experi¬ 
ence in Los Angeles working 
on various pilots as research 
for Nathaniel’s character, and 
relied on a friend’s expertise to 
capture the details of working 
nine to five for a tech company. 

While researching the mech¬ 
anics of jewelleiy production, 
Crosley started her own fake 
fine to make sure she got it right. 
She even rented out her apart¬ 
ment on Airbnb so she could 
afford some time at a chateau 
in Normandy. 

While this detail gives The 
Clasp believability within a rath¬ 
er absurd plot, it’s Crosley’s diy 
but empathetic wit and obser¬ 
vational power that makes this 
book a real gem.

Glee star talks 
growing up,

The angelic-voiced Chris Colfer may 
have broken through to TV stardom 
as Kurt Hummel on Glee when he 
sang Defying Gravity, but these 
days he’s smashing sales records 
in the publishing industry as well. 

His series of four volumes of 
revisionist fairy tales, under the 
umbrella title The Land of Stor¬ 
ies, has been No. 1 on the New 
York Times bestseller list, while 
the first picture book inspired 
by the series, The Curvy Tree, 
debuted last month to strong 
sales. Fans of Colfer’s fabulous 
fables are waiting for the boxed 
set, Adventures From the Land 
of Stories, to hit the streets on 
Nov. 24. 

It’s quite a lot for the 25-year- 
old from Clovis, Calif., to have on 
his plate, but on the phone from 
New York he seems just about 
the nicest young guy you’d ever 
want to chat with, lacking all of 
his alter-ego Kurt’s sometimes 
abrasive fashionista baggage.

As the soaring ballad plays 
from a clunky old CD player, 
the family (including Matthew 
McConaughey in grandpa garb) 
leaps from their seats for a wind- 
machine-assisted sing-along. 

This week proved it: Adele 
is someone we can all agree 
on. On Wednesday, Nielsen re¬ 
ported that Adele’s album 25 
sold 260,000 copies in Canada 
alone in just five days, break¬ 
ing Celine Dion’s 230,000 first- 
week sales record for 1997’s Let’s 
Talk About Love. Here’s how she 
made it happen: 

Adele for all 

“Adele’s music is popular with 
all demographics,” says Anita 
McOuat, partner at PwC and 


editor of PwC’s Entertainment 
& Media Outlook 2015-2019. “My 
four-year-old loves her music. 
But she’s popular with people 
in their 40s and 50s and maybe 
even beyond.” 

Bye Bye Bye to boy bands? 

Though Adele dethroned ’N 
Sync in the U.S., make no mis¬ 
take — teenage girls have not 
abandoned their historic throttle 
on the music industry. McOuat 
notes that ’N Sync heir appar¬ 
ent Justin Bieber just charted 
17 singles simultaneously on 
the Billboard Hot 100, break¬ 
ing a record set by the Beatles. 
But people today prefer to listen 
their ballads as whole albums, 
while choosing their pop hits a 
la carte from digital or stream¬ 
ing services. 

Off stream 

While Bieber may be slam-dunk- 
ing streaming records, you don’t 
make Adele money by just giv¬ 
ing heartache away for free. She 
famously pulled 25 from stream¬ 
ing, and can you blame her? 
The Copyright Board of Canada 
ruled in May 2014 that artists 
would receive just 10 cents per 
every 1,000 streams of a song.

Slashed prices on electronics, 
clothing and sports gear top 
the lists of many Canadian 
Black Friday shoppers — and 
it’s becoming easier than ever 
before to snag the best deals 
available, say the pros. 

“Stay social,” advises Satish 
Kanwar, director of product for 
the e-commerce site, Shopify, 
used by more than 175,000 
merchants across the globe. 

“Your friends love post¬ 
ing about great Black Friday 
deals just as much as stores 
do. Lots of online stores also 
allow users to share their shop¬ 
ping experiences directly from 
the site, or tweet out must- 
have items. Shoppers should 


monitor their newsfeeds and 
timelines to make sure they’re 
not missing out on any great 
deals.” 

Sharon Giraud, a business 
consultant in Mississauga, 
Ont., is a savvy Black Friday 
devotee. Among the goods she 
will be watching for is soft¬ 
ware, clothing, tech gadgets 
and cooking items. 

“I check online and in store 
in advance to see what the 
prices are,” says Giraud, 49, 
who prefers shopping virtu¬ 
ally to avoid in-store crowds. 

“You can often jump online 
at midnight and get the deals 
before stores even open. If it’s 
something like shoes or cloth¬ 
ing, I try it on in advance so I 
am certain the sizing is right.” 

Additionally, Giraud makes 
a habit of asking staff at the 
stores where she shops about 
future marlcdowns, especially 
as a number of businesses start 
cutting prices before the ar¬ 
rival of Black Friday. 

Striking early is smart move, 
agrees Kanwar. 

“More and more, retailers

of Black Friday to ramp up ex¬ 
citement for one of the busi¬ 
est days of the year,” he says. 

“Be sure to keep an eye out 
for the inevitable early sales.” 

Diane J. Brisebois, president 
and CEO of the Retail Council 
of Canada, says homegrown 
merchants are stepping up 
their online game, and Can¬ 
adians are taking notice. 

“What we heard from the 
great majority of retailers who 
were active in promoting Black 
Friday (last year) was about the 
growth in online shopping,” 
Brisebois says. 

“They were shocked — it 
was double digits.” 

Brisebois points out that

more merchants are setting 
up virtual stores, resulting in 
a highly competitive atmos¬ 
phere and boosting interest 
among buyers looking for 
value from the comfort of 
their own homes. 

Rooted in the U.S., Black Fri¬ 
day is still a relatively new con¬ 
cept in Canada. It first began 
appearing here in 2008, and 
the idea is gaining momentum 
with some consumers. 

It is now considered one of 
Canada’s biggest shopping days 
of the year, with tech items in 
the highest demand, as well as 
other pricier fare, such as par¬ 
kas, footwear, jewelry, skates 
and ski equipment. 


Brisebois says that Black Fri¬ 
day is “becoming the kick off” 
for holiday shopping, however 
stresses that it is easy to get 
swept up in the consumer hype 
and lose sight of one’s budget. 

“To some 
people it’s 
the high, the 
excitement — 
it gets crazy, 
it gets busy,” 
says Brisebois. 

“There’s a 
lot of buzz, 
but always be 
careful that 
you’re buy¬ 
ing what you 
need and what 
you’re going 
to enjoy. This 
is no different 
than tiying to 
put your list 
together for 
the holidays 
— stick to 
your list.” 

Brisebois suggests setting 
a budget, shopping around, 
downloading apps to price 
compare, paying with debit, 


and only using credit if the 
card provides real benefits. 

Meantime, Kanwar says that 
loyalty pays off with favour¬ 
able early-bird discounts and 
insider news. 

“You’re 
probably 
also on a few 
stores’ email 
lists already 
from past 
purchases — 
and it’s likely 
they will tell 
you first about 
their upcom¬ 
ing discounts 
or deals,” he 
notes. 

“One of 
the most 
widely used 
tactics for on¬ 
line stores is 
email market¬ 
ing. Subscrib¬ 
ers can gauge 
which retail¬ 
ers will offer them the most 
value and best discounts by 
joining mailing lists well be¬ 
fore Black Friday.”

Black Friday is 
‘here to stay’ 


HISTORY OF 

The shopping 
extravaganza 
is now pretty 
much on par 
with Boxing Day

A decade ago the concept of 
Black Friday didn’t exist in 
Canada. But over the past five 
years it’s picked up steam, be¬ 
coming a part of the Canadian 
shopping psyche — almost as 
much as Boxing Day 

In the U.S., Black Friday fol¬ 
lows Thanksgiving Day, which 
always takes place on a Thurs¬ 
day at the end of November. 
The tradition dates back to 
1924 when Macy’s held its first 
Thanksgiving Day Parade (on 
Thursday), which kicked off 
the holiday shopping season 
(on Friday). The term “Black 
Friday” was coined in the ’60s, 
referring to retailers moving 
out of the red and into the 
black. 

Canada, of course, celebrates 
Thanksgiving in October, so 
Black Friday doesn’t fall on 


a holiday here. Yet it’s still 
become a popular shopping 
event. 

“The tipping point of when 
it became an important holiday 
to retailers is when it became 
an important holiday for con¬ 
sumers,” said Michael LeBlanc, 
senior vice-president of mar¬ 
keting and digital retail with 
the Retail Council of Canada. 

Over time, more U.S.-based 
retailers have opened up shop 
in Canada, lending publicity 
to the event. “But really what 
sent the tipping point over 
was when the dollar was at 
par,” said LeBlanc. So many 
consumers started shopping 
on Black Friday — south of the 
border or on U.S. websites — 
that Canadian retailers started 
paying attention. 

It was a “defensive-offensive” 
strategy, he said, adding that 
cross-border shopping takes 
about $8 billion out of the Can¬ 
adian economy each year. 

But it was also seen as an 
opportunity, since it’s a time 
when Canadians have shop¬ 
ping on the brain. “Last year 
was probably the biggest mile¬ 
stone because retailers had 
fully adopted it into their pro¬ 
motional calendars,” said Le¬ 
Blanc. 

“It’s probably within the last 
five years that it really caught 


fire on this side of the bor¬ 
der,” said Kelly Askew, man¬ 
aging director of retail strat¬ 
egy with Accenture. Initially 
there was a growth spurt, but 
the numbers have levelled 
off, with 61 per cent of Can¬ 
adians indicating they would 
participate in Black Friday 
in 2013 and 2014. This year, 
that number is 60 per cent, 
according to Accenture’s holi¬ 
day shopping survey. 

“Canadian retailers have 
fully embraced Black Friday 
and people aren’t depend¬ 
ent upon driving across the 
border to the U.S. or shop¬ 
ping online at U.S. sites,” said 
Askew. “It’s interesting to 
note slightly more Canadians 
plan to shop on Boxing Day 
than on Black Friday, but they 
think they’re going to get 
better deals on Black Friday.” 

Canadian retailers have 
jumped on the opportunity 
to move December shopping 
into November, he said, giv¬ 
ing them more confidence in 
their numbers as they near 
year’s end — as opposed to 
relying entirely on Boxing 
Week. 

It’s also become a cultural 
phenomena — Askew has 
seen Black Friday deals in 
Europe and as far away as 
the Philippines.

ALL OVER THE WORLD 

Across the 
globe, countries 
have jumped 
on annual day 
of shopping

Black Friday began as a quint- 
essentially American shop¬ 
ping event, but the custom has 
since spread around the world. 
Traditionally the kiclc-ofF to the 
Christmas buying season, Black 
Friday now has a following in 
countries without a Christian 
past such as South Korea and 
Japan, as well as France, the U.K. 
and, of course, Canada. 

The good news: the mayhem 
that accompanies the occasion 
in some countries seems to have 
been mitigated in Canada by our 
characteristic politeness. Here’s 
what to expect from Black Friday 
events across the globe. 

South Korea 

In 2013, during Beufle (the Ko¬ 
rean name for Black Friday), 


South Koreans spent more than 
$1 billion on goods from online 
retailers based abroad, a 47 per 
cent leap from 2012, according 
to customs data. 

The reason: tariffs and taxes 
on goods in Korea can push up 
prices by 20 to 30 per cent. In 
spite of customs and delivery 
costs, deeply discounted items 
from the U.S. are simply cheap¬ 
er — even when they originate 
from Korea (such as Samsung 
televisions). 

It should come as no surprise 
then that the country launched 
its own Black Friday event this 
year to keep the cash at home. 
This year, it started at the begin¬ 
ning of October and wrapped up 
mid-month (Oct. 14), getting the 
jump on its U.S. counterpart. 

The upshot: The 22 Korean 
retailers who jumped on the 
bandwagon saw a sales increase 
of a total 719.4 billion won (US$ 
634.9 million), or 20.7 per cent 
over the previous year in the first 
two weeks of October, according 
to data compiled by the Ministry 
of Trade, Industry, and Energy. 

Mexico 

Inspired by Black Friday, “the 
good weekend” (El Buen Fin) 
shopping spree takes place over 
four days and is pegged to Mex¬ 


ico’s 1910 revolution. This year, 
it kicked off November 13-14. 

El Buen Fin began in 2011, 
as an initiative of the Mexican 
government, the country’s busi¬ 
ness council and private retailers. 
Sales have grown steadily - in 
2014, they increased by 13.7 per 
cent over the year before. But 
the event’s success has had its 
dark side, prompting the Mex¬ 
ican government to warn con¬ 
sumers that credit “can be easy 
to acquire and sometimes veiy 
difficult to pay off.” 

The U.K. 

Britain — which has no trad¬ 
ition of Thanksgiving — man¬ 
aged to ignore Black Friday for 
many years. In 2010, Amazon 
introduced the shopping day, 
but it wasn’t until 2013 that it 
really took off. 

That’s when Amazon was 
joined by Asda, a supermarket 
chain owned by Walmart, as well 
as other British companies such 
as Tesco, Sainsbuiy’s, Cunys and 
John Lewis, all offering Black 
Friday specials. 

By 2014, the madness was in 
full swing. Mail Online reported 
that several hundred customers 
tried to break down the door of 
a Tesco store in Wigan, England 
before its scheduled midnight 


opening, Manchester police 
made three arrests, a woman 
was injured by a falling TV and 
at a Tesco staff member in Stret¬ 
ford got a black eye. 

France 

The French have largely greet¬ 
ed Black Friday with a Gallic 
shrug of disdain. This is, after 
all, a country which tends to 
be unyielding about its set sales 
periods—which fall in the sum¬ 
mer and the New Year. What’s 
more, Les Francais tend to re¬ 


gard the shopping event as a 
symbol of the worst American 
consumerism. 

That hasn’t stopped French 
merchandisers from trying to 
cash in, though. Big brands such 
as Casino, Fnac, Darty and Habi¬ 
tat have launched sales in the 
past. Still, the occasion isn’t like¬ 
ly to rival the U.S. or U.K. for 
craziness any time soon. 

The U.S. 

Still the granddaddy of all Black 
Friday events: in 2014, Black 


Friday sales both in-store and 
online hit $50.9 billion. This 
weekend, an estimated 140 mil¬ 
lion shoppers are expected to 
hit bricks-and-mortar stores, as 
well as the web. 

On the negative side, the U.S. 
has a history of Black Friday vio¬ 
lence that includes stabbings, 
brawls and outright havoc. In 
2013, two families in Philadel¬ 
phia — the City of Brotherly 
Love — fought until one of the 
women ended matters with a 
stun gun.

Edmonton 
playing for title 
for first time 
since 2005 

J.C. Sherritt can’t forget how 
tough it was to be an Edmonton 
Eskimo two years ago — and 
neither does he want to. 

The fifth-year linebacker said 
remembering the CFL club’s 
miserable 4-14 record in 2013 
makes this year’s trip to the 
Grey Cup against the Ottawa 
Redblaclcs that much sweeter. 

“From an athletic standpoint, 
it’s the hardest 
thing I’ve ever 
gone through in 
my life,” Sherritt 
said Wednesday 
after Edmon¬ 
ton’s first prac¬ 
tice at Investors 
Group Field. “To 
go through that 
adversity, to lose 
like we were los¬ 
ing —just that whole situation 
made you really grateful for 
what you are involved in now. 

“To be a part of that change 
and to watch the culture shift, 
all these things take place, 
you’ve just got to be grateful.” 

The Eskimos lost six games 
by five or less points (five of 
those in a row) in 2013. Third- 
year head coach Kavis Reed 


was fired and replaced by Chris 
Jones. 

The new blood, on and off 
the field, propelled Edmonton 
to a 12-6 record last season, but 
a loss in the West Division final 
against the eventual Grey Cup- 
champion Calgaiy Stampeders. 

After this year’s 14-4 mark 
and the dispatching of those 
Stampeders in the division final, 
the Eskimos are playing against 
another rebounding club. The 
Redblaclcs flipped from 2-16 last 
year to 12-6 this season. 

Sixth-year quarterback Mike 
Reilly had a baptism by fire 
when he was traded to the Es¬ 
kimos from the B.C. Lions in 
Januaiy 2013. 

“That was my 
first chance to 
finally be the 
starter on a 
football team,” 
recalled Reilly, 
who started all 
18 games that 
year. “Winning 
four games, 
you’re wonder¬ 
ing if you’re go¬ 
ing to get another opportunity 
to continue to be the starter.” 

As each loss mounted, and 
with the added sting of los¬ 
ing the close ones, the players 
forged a bond, Reilly said. 

That was especially true with 
Reilly and defensive end Odell 
Willis, who was also in his in¬ 
augural season wearing green 
and gold after signing as a free 


agent. 

After every tight loss, Reilly 
would seek out Willis. 

“I would find him and I 
would just say, ‘Remember this, 
man. Like remember this be¬ 
cause we’re going to talk about 
this at some point in time and 
we’re going to laugh about it. 


And we’re going to say, man, 
that sucked, but we had to go 
through that to find success,”’ 
Reilly said. 

“This year has been the year 
where I’ve found him and said, 
‘Remember those games, man? 
You remember those? Remem¬ 
ber how bad that was? It was 


all worth it to feel this.’ 

“So, yeah, it wasn’t fun, but I 
do think that part of that made 
us into the team that we are 
today.” 

The Eskimos last played in 
the Grey Cup in 2005, a 38-35 
overtime victoiy against Mont¬ 
real. THE CANADIAN PRESS

Campbell, in his first 
CFL championship con¬ 
test as a head coach, of¬ 
fered a brilliant answer 
when asked the traditional 
question about pre-game 
sex at the annual Grey 
Cup coaches news con¬ 
ference Wednesday. 

"It's my job to put guys 
in the best position to 
have success, whether 
that's on or off the field," 
Campbell said with a 
straight face.

"This would probably 
apply to most of our play¬ 
ers and coaches and it 
mirrors our football team 
is that the odds aren't

Burris planning to prove doubters wrong 


Only Hemy Burris can arrive 
at the Grey Cup with a chip 
on his shoulder and a mega¬ 
watt smile. 

The 40-year-old Ottawa Red¬ 
blacks quarterback comes to 
the CFL championship game 
having thrown for 361 touch¬ 
downs and more than 60,000 
yards in his 16 years in the 
league. He was MVP of the 
2008 Grey Cup, when he led 
Calgary past Montreal. And 
on Thursday, he can collect 
his second Most Outstanding 
Player Award in the leadup to 
Sunday’s showdown with the 
Edmonton Eskimos. 

But his drive for success is 


partially fuelled by his doubt¬ 
ers, following his release by 
both Calgary and 
Hamilton in recent 
years. 

“ft is veiy person¬ 
al to me,” he told re¬ 
porters Wednesday 
after a brisk mor¬ 
ning workout at In¬ 
vestors Group Field. 

“So many people al¬ 
ways say you can let 
it go, let it go. But 
I think that’s what 
motivates some of 
the best athletes ever. 

“You have to play with a 
chip on your shoulder. When 


people say certain things that in 
your heart matter to you as an 
athlete. When they 
say certain things to 
doubt you.” 

Burris acknow¬ 
ledges there will al¬ 
ways be naysayers. 
But to him it matters 
when it comes from 
people “that matter 
to you, that played 
a role in your life.” 

As tough as nails 
on the field, the 
charismatic Burris 
bruises easily off it. 

“The bottom line is what 
motivates you eveiy day,” he 


said. “And for me the fact I 
was sent packing after I helped 
turn organizations around and 
doing my job both on and off 
the field, being an ambassador 
not only for the community but 
for the team and also for the 
league —just to be sent pack¬ 
ing the way that it occurred.” 

Defeating the Ticats three 
times at the end of this sea¬ 
son was sweet, sweeter and 
even sweeter. 

Bottom line, it appears that 
while you can part ways with 
Burris, you can’t escape him. 

“No matter what you say, 
you can’t rule me out,” Burris

Directions 

1. Preheat the oven to 350 F. 

2. On a plate, toss together the 
flour, chili and salt and pepper.
